The Tax Court 
case, involving a taxpayer by the name of Franklin Fiato, 
followed the ruling of the Albright case and held that the 
taxpayer waa entitled to capital gains on the sale of animals 
euiled from his breeding herd. However, the Texas District 
Court cases in Dallas went against the taxpayer and in favor 
of the Government These were the J A Ranch and Finch 
cases. These are the only two cases outstanding so far which 
have held in favor of the Government. They are particularly 
dangerous in that th went even further against the taxpayer 
than the Bureau rulings.

Except during the three year 
period 1944-46 when drouth and an expanding sorghum acre- 
age curtailed cotton acreage in the northwest, the acreage as

Wheat production was estimated at 21,560,000 bushels, only 
about 20 per cent of the 102,848,000 bushel 1949 crop, about 
40 per cent of the 1959-48 average production, and the smallest 
crop since the drouth and dust storm year of 1936. Severe and 
extended drouth along with heavy greenbug infestation re- 
sulted in about 57 per cent abandonment of the original plant- 
ings—leaving only 2,695,000 acres for harvest. This year’s 
yield per harvested acre was 8.0 bushela compared with 14.5 
bushels last year and 12.4 the 10 year average 

All sorghum acreage, set at 7,489,000 acres, was 36 per 
cent more than last year’s relatively smal) acreage of 5,512,- 
000, and 8 per cent above average. The acreage of grain sor- 
ghams grown for all purposes was estimated at 6,940,000-—an 
increase of 41 per cent over last year. All parts of the State 
have substantially increased. Cotton and wheat acreage allot- 
ments for 1960 and heavy abandonment of wheat, resulted in 
reduced acreages of these crops, making a larger acreage 
available for sorghums. No quantitative estimates of sorghum 
grain production will be made until next month. On July 1 
yield prospects were generally favorable.

crop of 957 million bushels. 


As defined in the Act, the national wheat acreage allot- 
ment is that acreage which, at average yields adjusted for 
trends, will produce an amount of wheat, plus the carryover, 
equal to a normal year’s domestic consumption and exports 
plus 30 per cent. 

The normal domestic consumption and export total, as a 
basis in calculating 1951 allotments, has been set at one bil- 
lion 172 million bushels. This was determined on the basis 
of average amounts of wheat consumed and exported during 
the ten marketing years 1940-41 through 1949-50. In this 
pone domestic consumption of wheat averaged 505 million 
yashels for human food, 226 million bushela for feed, 29 mil- 
lion busheis for industrial uses, and 79 million bushels for 
seed—-a total average domestic disappearance of 839 million 
bushels. Normal exports during the same period, adjusted 
for trend, were placed at 333 million bushels. This gives the 
normal domestic consumption and export total of one bil- 
lion, 172 million bushels 

Adding the 30 per cent reserve provided in the Act brings 
the total supply target for the 1951-62 marketing year to one 
billion, 5624 million bushels. This means that the 1961 acreage 
allotment must be at the level which, with average yields, 
will meet this supply total when the production is added to 
the carryover of ald crop wheat 

Total use of United States wheat during the 1950-51 year 
has been estimated at one billion, 33 million bushels, includ 
ing 708 million bushels for domestic use and 325 million 
bushels for export. This would leave a carryover of old wheat 
on July 1, 1961, of 374 million bushels. Subtracting this 
carryover from the one billion, 524 million bushel total sup- 
ply which is needed leaves one billion, 150 million bushels 
to be produced in 1951. The national acreage allotment of 
72.8 million acres (72,784,810), with average yields of 15.8

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PI HE cattle industry serves two prin 
cipal purposes—to produce beef and 
to produce dairy products. These 

two purposes are not mutually exclusive 
however, for fully one-third of the beef, 
including veal, produced in the United 
States is from the slaughter of animals 
from herds kept mainly for the produc- 
tion of dairy products. Moreover, many 
dual-purpose cattle are maintained in 
some sections of the country where em- 
phasis shifts between milk and beef pro- 
duction, depending upon relative prices 
and other factors. Slaughter of these 
dual-purpose cattle represents an addi- 
tional 15 percent of the total production 
of beef. Hence, only about one-half the 
Nation's output of beef is from the 
slaughter of cattle kept primarily for 
meat production. These animals, com- 
monly called “beef cattle,” comprise the 
range herds of the West and Southwest 
and large numbers of farm herds scat- 
tered throughout the country. 


The relationship of long-term trends 
in the numbers of beef cattle! to num- 
bers of milk cows in the United States 
is shown in Figure 1. It will be observed 
that throughout most of the 70-year 
period the number of milk cows has 
shown a fairly steady expansion and has 
increased relative to the number of beef 
cattle. This gradual expansion in the 
number of milk cows has been induced

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Looking Ahead With the Beef Cattle Industry 


By W. M. Parrcnerr, Agricultural Economist, Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas 


variations in the numbers of beef cattle 
on farms and ranches. For this reason, 
this article is being confined chiefly to 
a discussion of the beef cattle industry. 

On January 1 of this year there were 
an estimated 80,277,000 head of all types 
of cattle on farms in the United States, 
which consisted of 24,625,000 milk cows 
and 65,652,000 head of all other types 
of cattle. The number of milk cows was 
about 3,000,000 below the all-time peak 
in 1945 but more than double the number 
in 1880, Beef cattle, which had reached 
a peak of 44,724,000 head on January 
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1, 1945, declined during the following 3 
years. The reversal of the trend in 1048 
and 1949 initiated a new period of ex- 
pansion in beef cattle raising. 

This year many farmers have under- 
taken, or are considering, beef cattle 
raising as a business or supplementary 
enterprise to compensate for loss of 
acreages of such cash crops as cotton, 
rice, wheat, or peanuts under production 
control programs. This action is being 
taken because the farmers are unable 
to continue using all their resources— 
land, labor, machinery, ete.--in the pro- 
duction of these crops and, consequently, 
they must find alternative uses for the 
resources taken out of production in or 
der to obtain the largest possible ineome 
from their farms 


Farmers’ interest in beef cattle raising 
is given encouragement from various 
quarters, and many slogans are being 
offered to point out the course they 
should follew in adjusting their farm 
operations to meet changing conditions 
One reads. such slogans as: “Put more 
land in cattle,” “Raise more cattle,” 
“Put more iand in grass.” Suggestions 
such as these naturally raise questions 
concerning the extent to which the beef 
cattle industry may be profitably ex- 
panded. Can present producers, as «a 
group, advantageously extend their op- 
erations far beyond present levela? f 
there room in the industry for more 
produeses? How much beef will the 
Inited States consume at a price prof- 
itable to producers? Will consumer de- 


mand for beef and market prices of beef 
cattle, which currently are very favorable 
to the producer, decline vps A within 
the near future? These and similar ques- 
tions, which are causing considerable 
anxiety to cattle raisers, suggest that the 
present is a very appropriate time to 
consider the immediate and long-term 
outlook for beef cattle production. 


Cyclical Behavior of Beef Cattle Numbers 


The beef cattle industry in the United 
States since about 1880 has been char- 
acterized by cyclical variations in num- 
bers of beef cattle and corresponding 
although not simultaneous, cycles in beef 
production. In fact, between 1880 and 
1948 there were five well-defined cycles 
of beef cattle numbers, as shown in Fig- 
ure 1. The full term of these cycles, 
measured from the date when numbers 
began to rise in one period to the corre- 
sponding date in the next period, varied 
from about 10 to 16 years. There were 
three 16-year cycles after 1880 which 
brought beef cattle numbers to a cyclica) 
low in 1928. Afterwards, the usual rise 
followed, but the cycle did not reach its 
expected maximum because of the forced 
slaughter of millions of cattle occasioned 
by the severe drouth of 1934-35. Fol- 
lowing several years of decline, beef cat- 
tle numbers again began to rise and, 
according to January 1 estimates, reached 
the all-time peak in 1945, as mentioned 
previously. 
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The cycles in annual beef production 
have some of the characteristics of cycles 
in numbers of cattle on farms. The out- 
standing difference ix the tendency for 
the “high” and “low” points of the beef 
preduction cycles to lag a few years be- 
hind those of the cycles in cattle inven- 
tories. The yearly production of beef 
continues to increase for 3 to 5 years 
after the turn downward in numbers of 
cattle on farms, because the annual liq- 
uidation of stock cattle is added to the 
number of head that otherwise are to 
be marketed. A similar delay occurs after 
cattle numbers have again turned up- 
ward, for the production of beef does

Conversely, when the pur 
chasing power is low, breeding stock 
gradually are liquidated and marketings 
large compared with the number on 
farms.

When cattle numbers are increased or 
reduced, the various classes do not share 
equally in the change-—at least not im- 
mediately-—and an understanding of these 
variations is essential in appraising cur- 
rent developments in the cattle pow tg 
When the purchasing power of cattle is 
rising, the first increase oceurs in the 
number of calves held back.

Meat Loss Due to Grubs 

Animals infested with grubs become 
unthrifty and in flesh. Wherever 
grubs are present in the skin or hide, 
the meat directly beneath the grubs will 
heeome discolored and unfit for human 
consumption, As much as eight or nine 
pounds of unfit meat are often trimmed 
from the “grubby” animal. While this is 
a direct loss to the butcher or packer, it 
is indirectly a loss to the producer for 
cattle obviously grubby sell at a lower 
price than the same quality of cattle 
grub free 

Prior to 1935, 
that hides were of 
summer months. This has been found to 
be incorrect, for i des and skins taken 
off at any time of the year may contain 
grubs. This has resulted in an allowance 
on all “grubby” hides and skins which 
are sold by the packer.

age. Branded steers at the same markets 
averaged 59 per cent, indicating a great- 
er damage in range territory than in 
the farming areas. 

Hides and skins with grubs produce 
leather of greatly reduced value. Some 
hides and skins are so filled with holes 
that they are referred to in the trade as 
“pepper boxes.” Even when the grub has 
left the hide and the hole healed with 
sear tissue, the leather is undesirable 
Leather containing grub scars is weaker 
in tensile strength even when the grub 
damage is fully healed. 


Eradication of Grub Losses 

It is well known that the grub fly 
travels not more than a mile during ita 
life as a fly. This permits the treatment 
of cattle in specified areas with good 
chance for if all animals are 
treated. The Farmers’ Bulletin mentioned 
outlines a plan which is practical. The 
National irastesh Loss Prevention 
Board also has detailed instructions for 
treating animals by spraying, dusting 
and dipping 

Grubs are costing the livestock owner 
millions of dollars each year and 
tanners and leather-consuming public 
are suffering financially be- 
poorer quality leather. All 
branches of the industry concerned 
should inue to cooperate in extend- 
ng greater cattle grub eradication. The

Consequently it is not strange that these 
old time trail bosses had to be cool and 
resolute and quick thinkers. There were 
no set rules to govern the happenings of 
the trail 

The New England Livestock Company 
sold its holdings in 1893, and Colonel Jack 
Potter and his family left Fort Sumner 
and went to the Dry Cimarron Valley in 
north Union County, New Mexico, where 
Potter homesteaded a spread which he 
named the Escondido Kanch. He lived 
there and ranched from 1893 unti] 1928 
when he sold the spread to David Barry 
of Los Angeles, California 

Those years in Fort Sumner were good 
years. Potter liked his work. He lived 
among his friends and he shared their 
troubles and their pleasures, but he han 
kered for a spread of his own and he 
knew just where he wanted it. He had 
made many drives through northern New 
Mexico and he decided it was ideal cattle 
range 

When he came to Union County, every 
thing was booming. Prices on live 
stock were up. It meant good prices 
for beef and a steady demand. The pic 
ture remained the same for several years 
and then the bottom began to drop out 
of everything. He got out of business just 
before the crash of 1929. 

“Living on the Cimarron meant open 
house for every runaway kid,” remem 
bers Colonel Potter, “who wanted to see 
the West.” At one time there were eight 
runaways making their homes there 
youngsters ranged from eight 
sixteen. Mrs. Potter mothered 
and advised and scolded them when they 
needed it, and loved them. She saw that

After quitting the ranch, the Potters 
settled in Clayton, New Mexico. Along 
about 1928, Colonel Potter started writ- 
ing his range experiences. He got started 
by entering a contest sponsored by a 
New Mexico newspaper. In the years 
that followed, he continued to write and 
is, at present, working on a new book 
which he hopes to publish soon. He al- 
ready has two books to his credit as well 
as a number of magazine and newspaper 
articles. 

Colonel Jack feels that his greatest 
achievement was his election to the New 
Mexico state legislature in 1932, just 
following the Hoover administration. The 
whole country was bankrupt. Few were 
able to even pay their taxes. The schools 
were especially hard hit. The country 
school districts in the state of New Mex- 
ico paid salaries in school warrants 
which usually had to be discounted ten 
per cent or more in order to get them 
cashed. To relieve this school situation, 
the New Mexico legislature in a special 
session (1934) voted a 2% sales tax, the 
revenue thus obtained to heip finance the 
schools 

Opposition to the Sales Tax was strong 
and determined in the House of Repre 
sentatives. Two days before its passage 
those favoring the measure managed to 
bring it to a vote while several members 
of the opposition were out for supper 
However, before the voting was finished 
some of these opposition members rushed 
back into the House and stopped the vot- 
ing on a technicality 

This was late on Saturday, so it would 
be Monday before another vote could be 


taken. Proponenta of the measure were

At 
this crucial point in the legislative bat 
tle, Colonel Potter was assigned the 
difficult task of holding in line the sev 
eral members who had been won over 
for the bill. His ready command of the 
seats language, and his diplomacy in 
effecting some trades on other billa en- 
abled him to carry out effectively the job 
assigned him. Consequently when the fi 
nal vote came on Monday, the Sales Tax 
measure carried by a very narrow mar 
gin. Proponents of the measure still 
remember and give credit to Colonel Pot 
ter for the remarkable contribution he 
made to the passage of the Sales Tax 
Income from this source has increased to 
around $15,000,000 in recent years and 
it has been largely instrumental in put 
ting New Mexico schools on a financially 
sound basis, and still produces the great- 
er part of school revenue in New Mex- 
ICO.

cattle, or blooded horses should not do 
well in Texas, if proper care be taken of 
them the first year. The change of cli- 
mate from a northern to a southern lati- 
tude, will have an influence upen all 
animals, as experience has shown; this 
fact being known, should not be disre- 
garded while the animal is undergoing 
acclimation. My opinion is, that Novem 
ber would be the most favorable month 
for the introduction of blooded stock, and 
that they should be fed hay, or cornstalk 
fodder, with very little grain during the 
first winter, and be kept sheltered. If 
this course be pursued, I am satiafied 
that there would not be more than one 
failure in twenty experiments. 

The present stock of cattle in Texas is 
generally a mixture of Mexican, and cat 
tle from the United States. They each 
show a distinctiveness of character. The 
Mexican (or Spanish) cattle are not so 
heavy or compactly built, but are taller 
and more active; nor do they weigh as 
well proportion to appearances when 
slaughtered as do the American cattle. 
But they are more active than our cattle, 
with remarkably long, slim, and sharp 
horns: they are not so good for milk as 
ours. A cross of these breeds | consider 
an improvement, and for oxen decidedly 
so, for it tends to blend the power of 
the American with the activity of the 
Mexican cattle. There is a fact in the 
natural history of Texas which hrs here 
tofore claimed but little notice, but which 
seems to me not unimportant. When 
the first colonists under Mr. Stephen 
F. Austin, arrived in Texas, they found 
herds of wild cattle on the Brazos and 
its tributary streams. There was no tra 
dition of their origin, nor has anything 
satisfactory on the subject yet been aa- 
certained, They have receded as the set 
tlements advanced, and are now above 
the falls of the Brazos, and principally 
upon Littl River. They are of a brindled 
or reddish color, and are represented, by 
those best acquainted with them, as 
wilder, and when wounded, much more 
dangerous than the buffalo. The males 
have cecasionally attached themselves to 
herds of tame cattle, and have become 
very gentle. Calves have been caught by 
pioneer settlers and reared. The 
cross is said to be an improvement upon 
our common stock, imparting to their 
offspring an appearance, in color and 
proportions, of the wild cattle.

The necessity for organized effort has caused each industry 
to form its association.

When filling out this application it is important that in- 
formation as to marks and brands and range of cattle be as 
complete as possible.

Use a separate cut for each brand and state whether the cattle 
are of your own raising; or if bought, give the name and 
address of the party from whom you bought. Brands may alee 
be recorded in the space for remarks. If a brand is a tally on 
bought cattle same will doubtless be in many marks and a “V” 
should be put in one ear and “M” in the other-——indicating 
various marks.
